Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 4,280,337 to Kemp. Looking at FIG. 1, one notices the elements claimed by the 
applicant, specifically an automatic oil removal system (27), which removes oil from a 
flooded ammonia evaporator (23), using an oil trap (13) and an oil trap level controlling 
mechanism (19).
